The perilous tendency to curtail op- 


erations and production in a cautious 
attempt to guard against the inevit- 
able recession after the stock market 
crasV. appears to have been checked 
to a substantial degree by vigorous 
White House intervention. 


No one can make an accurate tab- 


ulation of the money involved in the 
prosperity; campaign to which Hoover 
gave the impetus, but it is a fact of 
great importance that various import-

What 
boots it for us to save Cuba from cruel Spain and then cle- 
Jiver her into the hands of equally cruel commercial interests 
that would take from her helpless people the opportunity to 
make a living? In the name of Christian civilization, we pro- 
test' That even our own selfish interests do not require such 
shameless legislation is evidenced in the fact that the Great 
Western Sugar Company, which would be one of the chief 
beneficiaries, has recently declared what is the equivalent of 
a 43 per cent dividend on its original capital. Surely a strong 
supposedly Christian nation cannot afford to stultify itself 
by destroying thirf weak and helpless people for the benefit 
of a 43-per-cent-divident-paying industry. 


In addition to this objection to an iniquitous measure, 


is there any justification for taxing all the sugar-using 
people of the United States for the benefit of a few pro- 
ducers of sugar? We do not expect either major party to 
renounce its selfish policy of a protective ((destructive) tar- 
iff; but is it not time for such a party to be organized in 
a Christian land? 


Our position on this issue in relation to Cuba was 


strongly reinforced by our Bishop Candler in his address at 
our recent Missionary Conference. He pleads for Cuba and 
we join him in urging our representatives in Congress to
